HAWAIIAN DEBATE TO BE SUPPRESSED 


Party Leaders Will Endeavor to Prevent 
the Republicans from Criticizing 
the Administration, 


Washington, December 19.—(Special.)—The 
nomination of Wayne MacVeagh as min- 
ister to Italy sent to the senate by President 
Cleveland today is not received with favor 
by democrats. They think that in selecting 
Mr. Gresham as secretary of state, Mr. 
Cleveland did sufficient—even more than 
sufficient for republican converts to the 
democratic faith. Gresham, it will be re- 
membered, served in Mr. Arthur’s cabinet, 
both as secretary of the treasury and as 
postmaster general. Now the president 
takes Wayne MacVeagh, who never voted 
the democratic ticket in his life except 
twice. He voted for Governor Pattison, in 
Pennsylvania, and for Mr. Cleveland, and 
both votes were cast because he preferred 
the men to their wpponents. w!r. MacVeagh 
wis not then, and has not since been, looked 
upon as a democrat. Still 
selects him in preference to several thousand 
prominent democrats who would like to be 
minister to Italy. MacVeagh was attorney 
general in Mr. Garfield’s cabinet. It will 
be remembered that, just before tMé last 
election, he wrote a letter stating 
that he intended to vote for Mr. Cleve- 
land. After Mr. Cleveland’s election, Mac- 
Veagh was prominently mentioned for a 
place in the cabinet as attorney general, 
but, while Mr. Cleveland considered him, he 
did not think it wise to accept two ex- 
republicans for places in his cabinet. Just 


whether-the senate will confirm MacVeagh 


remains to be seen. It probably will, how- 
ever. 
Turbulent Scenes in the House. 

This was a lively day in the house. There 
was much speaking and many turbulent 
scenes. The session opened by the introduc- 
tion of a resolution by Bourke Cockran 
calling for the appointment of a committee 
to investigate the Hawaiian matter, and 
especially the part which Mr. Harrison’s 
administration took in it looking to an- 
nexation without consulting the house. 
Then Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, launched 
forth His resolution of censure upon the 
president and managed to get in a vicious 
speech in discussing a point of order raised 
against it. The speaker, however, soon cut 
off the debate by referring the matfer to the 
committee on foreign affairs. Mr. Boutelle 
wanted the resolution considered immedi- 
ately and appealed from the decision of the 
speaker, but the house sustained the 
s)eaker by an overwhelming vote, and that 
ended it. Then the urgency deficiency ap- 
propriation bill was taken up and there was 
a very lively fight over the amendment 
making an appropriation paying members 
mileage for this session of congress. 
Mr. Hollman and several other alleged 
economists, including Mr. Bland, fought it 
vigorously. 

Blanchard’s Center Shot. 

Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, gave 
them a center shot when he announced 
that this was not new legislation, It was 
provided for in the law and congress was 
simply making an appropriation carrying 
out the law. He told the members who 
were fighting it with such vigor that if 
they thought it was wrong to accept mile- 
age for this session of congress simply be- 
cause they had had it for the extra session, 
they gould turn it back into the treasury. 
But he, for one, believed he was entitled to 
it, and he expected to have it. Gencral 
Sickles then created much amusement by 
asking all gentlemen who would refuse to 
accept mileage, if appropriated, to give in 
their names in order that the amount of the 
appropriation might be cut down that much. 
Mr. Bland was the only man to rise in re- 
sponse to it. He declared that he would 
not take it if it was tendered him. He ges- 
ticulated wildly and declared it was an out- 
rage. When the vote was taken in come 
mittee of the whole on the mileage feature 
of the bill it was adopted by a vote of 143 
to 49. Then an amendment giying employes 
an extra month’s salary for the extra work 


done during the extraordinary session was |, 


adopted by the committee. 

When the bill was reported to the house 
late this afternoon Mr. Bland, of Missouri, 
made a vigorous opposition to the mileage 
amendment, and though he was alone, he 
attempted to ‘filibuster and succeeded for 
such a length of time in deadlocking the 
house single-handed, that the committee 
on rules was forced to retire and bring in a 
rife providing for an immediate vote on 
the bill and all amendments. When the 
eu.mmittee marched in from the speaker’s 
room, where they had met, there Was great 
applause. The house guyed Mr. Biand ex- 
tensively and he made much display of tem- 
per. The madder he got the more his col- 
leagues laughed. Finally the bill and all 
amendments were adopted by the hous@. 

Congress Will Not Interfere. 

It is not probable that congress will take 
eny action in regard to the Hawaiian mat- 
ter. Certainly nothing will be done for the 
present. Democrats @s a rule are some- 
what embarrassed about this situation 
and are loth to express opinions. [t seems 
to be the policy of the leading democrats 
ef both’ houses to sidetrack even discus- 
sion of the matter for a time. The demo- 
erats as a rule want to support the presi 
dent in what he has done, but chey fear 
he has assumed rather too much authority 
and has to a degree usurped the functions 
of congress. The chances are that congress 
will leave the matter just where it is. 
They will certainly do so for the present. 
Few democrats are willing to say anything 
about the message except that it.is well 
vritten and a very strong argument for 
his side of the question. Mr. Weadock, 
of Michigan, a leading democrat, in speak- 
ing of it today, said: “It used to be said 
in clden times that the king had no use for 
parliament except when he needed sup- 
plies. This matter should have come to 
the attention of congress at a much 
earlier date and the policy adopted should 
have been the policy of congress with the 
knowledge that Mr. Cleveland possersed 
after Mr. Blount’s investigation of the ex- 
traordinary manner in which the over- 
thro’ of the queen was accomplished. Mr. 
Cieveiand, if he desired to make armmends 
to the queen, should have accredited the 
minister to her and not to the provisional 
government.” 

. All democrats agree that Mr. Cleve- 
land’s statements in regard to the over. 
throw of the queen are true, though re. 
publicans dispute them, but they think that 
he acted hastily and assumed rather \an 
arrogant position. Congressmen are jegl- 


the president | 


ous of the rights of congress and they 
think it was for congress to determine 
whether or not a wrong had been com- 
mitted when the facts were presented by 
the executive. Then if they found a wrong 
had been committed, it was for congress, 
and not the president, to determine 
whether it should be corrected, and it was 
‘for them to ray in what manner it shouid 
be cerrected. Mr. Cleveland’s course, Many 
hold, had it been just and proper, was one 
which he had no right to follow, as in doing 
so he usurped the functions of congress 
and exceeded the powers conferred upon 
him by the constitution. 

But, notwithstanding the resolutions 
which have been introduced by republicans 
to censure the president, congress will up- 
hold his acts, though it is certain that 
congress will not take any steps towards 
the restoration of the queen. I have 
talked with a number of senators and mem- 
bers today, leading democrats, and they 
are all of the opinion that the best thing 
for this country to-do is to let the Ha- 
waiians take care af themselves and fight 
it cut among themselves. We don’t want to 
be burdened by Hawaii and it is certain 
that congress will enact no legislation to 
that end. 

A Squabble in the Committee. 

‘The banking and currency committee got 
intv a@ squabble today over the form of 
bill they should report repealing the 10 
per cent tax on state banks. Judge Cul- 
berson, of Texas, led the fight in favor 
of a bill unconditionally repealing this tax. 
Mr. Springer and several others wanted to 
report a bill prescribing cond:tions. In con- 
sequence the committee got into a snarl 
and when the vote was taken it stood 6 
and 6. One unconditional repeal democrat 
being absent prevented a report. Mr. 
Springer, however, says that he has no dis- 
position to keep the matter away from the 
house and at the next meeting of the com- 
mitiee-he is perfectly willing to agree to a 
report. As the tariff bill was reported to 
the house today at last, and as that will 
be taken up for discussion immediately af- 
ter the holiday recess, the bank bill cannot 
be corsidered by the house until after the 
tariff .3 disposed of, which will be about 
February Ist. 

Sounds Like a Canard. 

Six weeks ago, during my absence from 
Washington, a dispatch was sent to The 
Constitution to the effect that Congressman 
Clark, of Alabama, Mayor Ricn, of Mobile, 
and others had formed a political deal in 
Mobile to defeat Senator Morgan. The sto- 
ry was given out here by alleged friends of 
Senator Morgan, who claimed to have in- 
formation from Mobile verifying the rumor. 
Messrs. Rich and Clark have made vigorous 
denials of it and Senator Morgan’s real 
friend will say nothing whatever about it. 
They simply say they heard it us a rumor. 
The Mobile latter may be here, but whoever 
has it, as well as the author, if there be one, 
ha e€ courage to come out of the 
bush. Perhaps the story origirmated in the 
mind of some over-zealous Alabamaian who 
wanted an office under Senator Morgan.

HASKELL ON DICK. 


The Veteran Legislator Makes Things 
Lively for the Reformers. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 19.—(Special.)— 
There was a long debate today on thé resur- 
rected bill to put Charlest in the black 
district. Kirkland, a refofmer, said that 
he for one would not raise the black flag 
over Charleston as an emblem of factional 
victory. He took it that it was distinctly 
an act of retaliation. Starkie, of Orange- 
burg reminded the house that Charleston 
and Calumbia had opposed the platform of 
the party in control of the state. Thomas, 
of Columbia, wanted to know how it was 
that this bill had been brought up again 
and that men were changing their votes 
so as to pass it. He asked if thy were 
mere puppets to be pulled by a string. Re- 
former Knotts opposed the bill, saying 
that his faction had objected to ring rule 
and now they were entering the business 
themselves. He declared that they would 
be unable to fool the people and that 
their constituents would make them take 
the back track. He declared that the re- 
form movement could stand no such stig- 
ma. The motien to reconsider the bill pre- 
vailed by a vote of 56 to 48. A whirl- 
wind of confusion resulted, and after a 
half hour’s wrangling, debate was ad- 
jovrned until tonight. 

There was a desperate effort made in 
the house today to have an investigation 
into the appointment of a large extra force 
of engrossing clerks by the attorney gen- 
eral. Buchanan sent a letter stating, in 
reply to the message of the house last 
night, that he had appointed extra clerks 
in order to prepare for the expected read- 
ing of the code, but that on learning that 
the code would not be read, he had dis- 
missed them. The disposition of most of 
the reformers was to accept the letter as 
entirely satisfactory. Colonel Haskell and 
one or two others declared that they could 
not afford to refuse an investigation, anu 
he .noved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to conduct it, with power to send 
for persons and papers. Duncan, of New- 
berry, said that the attorney general ad- 
mitted the mistake he ‘had been led into 
andjustified Nis act. He thought Haskell 
was trying to make political capital. 
Hiaskell replied that the letter was entirély 
unsatisfactory, as it did not mention the 
number of clerks employed, how long they 
had been employed and what their pay was. 
Magill, of Abbeville, offered as a substi- 
tute that the explanation of the atterney 
general as to why he had an extra force 
of clerks is satisfactory to the house. 
This was adopted by a vote of 82 to 24. 

When Johnstone, of Fairfield, said that 
the atforney general nad dismissed the 
extra clerks when it was intimated to him 
that the code would not be read and be- 
fore he knew the matter was coming up. 
Haskell replied that it was in the air that 
these clerks had been dismissed after at- 
tention had been called in the senate to 
the unnecessary number.

CAN'T SAY A WORD. 


rs. Howard Is Not Allowed to Testify 
for Her Husband. 


HER LIPILE SISTER ON THE STAND 


Howard Himself Is Disposed to Be’ 


Defiant to the Court, 


AND IS CALLED DOWN BY THE JUDGE 


If He Does Not Behave the Defendant 
Will Be Placed in the Pris- 
oner’s Dock. 


Jackson, Tenn., December 19.—(Special.)— 
The Howard trial was anything but duil 
this morning. It was expected that the 
government would close its testimony to- 
day, which it did, reserving one or two 
strong witnesses against the defendant, but 


before the close some hard blows were dealt | 


the man on trial. During a discussion over 
the admission of certain letters, Mr. Bul- 
lock, for the prosecution, read the statutory 
law to the effect that after thirty years’ 
recovery of property in England was barred 
by limitation. The court asked the defen- 
dent if he did not know that, and if he 
knew of any amendment to this. 

The defendant began an a7gument, ad- 
dressing the jury, to the effect that these 
claims which he proposed to investigate 
held good for ninety-nine years.. The court 
ordered him down, saying that his argu- 
ment was but a ruse to manufacture evi- 
dence before the jury. This aroused the 
lion in the defendant, and though he had 
resumed his seat, he sprang to his feet and 
in husky but passionate voice said to the 
court that he understood it to be his con- 
stitutional right to be heard in court, and@ 
that he insisted upon the privilege. 

This was met by a solid shot from Judge 
Hammond, who gaid: “It has been the 
policy of this court to deal as lenient with 
the defendant as possible under tls vcircum- 
stances, but it seems that this is not ap- 
preciated. If the court had used its right 
the defendant would now be in the prison- 
ers’ dock instead of before this bar, and 
would not be allowed to utter one word. 
The defendant, though he be a lawyer, has 
no more right than any other man would 
have who stands accused as he does, ang 
unless the business of this court is allowed 
to proceed undisturbed in this way, the de- 
fendant will be placed in the prisoner’s 
dock.’’ 

Howard Is Defiant. 

Dr. Howard again sprang to his feet, and 
the tears gushing to his eyes. said: “If 
your honor wants to, you can put me in the 
prisoner’s dock there.” ‘ 

Mrs. Howard sat close beside her huskand 
and for a moment her face was bleached. 
Then a tear trickled down her cheek, which 
was hastily brushed away, and the pale 
lady sat calm and composed, apparently 
oblivious to the fact that she had the sym- 
pathy of the vast crowd. The government 
was nearing a rest and for the balance of 
the time the defendant sat moodiiy gazing 
at the court with those peculiar blue eyes 
that looked out from the shaggy 
wilderness of his faze like those of an 
ai.mal brought to bay, but determjned to 
yield only after every effort had failed. 

His Wife on the Stand. 

When the government announced 
close, the defense was given the case, and 
after a number of the witnesses in the 
former trial were put under the rule, Dr. 
Horvard, in a confident voice, called the 
first witness, ‘‘Mrs. Lizzie Howard,” his 
wife. The lady, with visible reluctance, 
stepped forward, was sworn and took her 
seat in the box, and the defendant began 
the inter®tegations.

She looked half surprised and mvstified 
In a voice of emotion, and pitiful to hear, 
she exclaimed: ‘And not to be ullowed to 
Say a word in his behalf?” 

The court kindlyy but firmly, said, “Not 
a word,’’ and she meekly resumed her 
seat beside her husband. Then followed 
Miss Emily Hughes, the young sister of 
Mrs. Howard, who is but fourteen years 
of age. She has traveled over the greater 
portion of Europe. She lived at the famous 
address of 5 Ingersol road, Shepperd’s 
Bush, London, with the defendant and his 
wife at the time Howard is said to have 
signed the agreemerit as William Lord Moore 
to quit this busineds. 

Favorable to the Defendant. 
The young lady testified that, while in 
London, there were some men who had 
offices in the same building occupied by 
the defendant, and that on one occasion 
she met William Lord Moore, and described 
him to be a tall, slender, smooth-faced 
man, with gark hair and eyes. This is the 
reverse of the defendant, who wears a 
heavy sandy beard, and has fair complex- 
ion, and is heavily built. Her testimony as 
to certain dates, which fixed the defendant 
either in New York or London that have 
been established by the government, was 
very favorable to the defendant. 

The night session closed with  cross- 
examination. The defendant states that he 
expected to prove an alibi as to. Moore, 
Rioss and leger, and called quite un array 
of witnesses, who were sworn. There is 
some. probability that the defendant's old 
good fortune will cling to him even yet. 
The juror reported ill last night was very 
sick all of today, and it was necessary to 
provide him with a reclining chair. Should 
he die, this voluminous testimony and 
weeks of labor will have to be _ gone 
throvczh for the third time. It cannot be 
surmised when the defense will close its 
testimony. AN the witnesses have not been 
sworn, nor all of their names filed. It is 
very evident that the celebrated case will 
go far into the new year. Should testi- 


mony cease this week, Ahe government; it 


is understroo¢, will consume considerable 
time in rebfittal, and the argument will 
co1sume at least three days.

HORMONISM WANING. 


Senator Vest States That Polygamy Is 
on the Decline. 


THIS 1S RECOGNIZED BY THE CHORCH 


It Must Either Be Given Up or Its 
Followers Must Move. 


BOTH MEN AND WOMEN CLING TO IT 


Plural Marriages Is a Part of Their Relig- 
ion, and They Hate to Give It Up, 
but Their Is No Help for It. 


Tampa, Fla., December 19.—(Special)—Sen- 
ator Vest, of Missouri, arrived here last 
night, and in company with his wife, is now 
a guest of the Tampa Bay hotel. To The 
Constitution correspondent he said tonight 
in reference to the Hawalian affair: 

‘I have only this to add to what I said 
in my speech of Wednesday last in the 
Senate that the Hawaian government is a 
de facto government, and th: the United 
States should leave it severely alone. The 
Hawalians have an inborn national right to 
settle their own difficulties without any in- 
terference by any foreign power. We have 
now all the territory that we can manage 
and do it well. I am told by a telgram to- 
night that Mr. Cleveland did not order. Min- 
ister Willis to use force. If he had it would 
have been clearly unconst’tutional—and I 
don’t believe that Mr. Clev2land would 
violate the constitution. Tse L.wited States 
should protect her own citizens in Hawaii, 
but outside of that she should keep her 
hands off. Annexation can never succeed 
in this congress for there is a big majority 
in both houses opposed to it.”’ 

Mormonism Done For. 

Senator Vest declares thut the reasun 
polygamy has such a strong hold on the 
people of Utah is that the women of that 
territory are naturally polygamous. ‘‘They 
inherit this thing,”’ he said. “It is part of 
their religion. The Mormon men are polyg- 
amists at heart, and the religious sentiment 
of the Latter Day Saints is no«~ strong with- 
in them. Perhaps the Mormon men are less 
conscientious than their wome.i. But the 
death blow to Mormonism has already been 
struck. It can never flourish in this country 
again. What Mormons are left recognize 
ithe fact. that the people of the United 
States are bitterly opposed to polygamy. 
'The Mormons feel that they must give up 
‘jpoWgamy forever, fight the governinent; 
or else quit the country entirely. So 
they _can’t afford to =-do anything 
except give it up. Any condition 
that congress might impose on them 
as a requirement for admission would have 
no efféct, because they could vote ft down 
as sgen as Utah became a state. But Utah 
will surely be admitted. So will New Mexico 
4nd Arizona: They would al! have been ad- 


‘mitted when the Dakotas were let in if they 


had béen democratic in politics.’’ 

When’ asked about the Wilson bill the 
Missouri senator said: ‘I think it’s a good 
one. The bounty is bound to be taken off 
sugar, and | think that a revenue tax of a 
quarter of a cent a pound will be put on 
its importation. The loss in revenue will 
doubtless be made up by an income tax. 
The bill will undoubtedly pass as it comes 
from the committee. The duty on Sumatra 
tobacco will be reduced, I think, and I hope 
to see the whole tariff reduced to a revenue 
basis strictly. I don’t believe in butchering 
any industry nor do I believe in pampering 
any of them.”’ 


HAD A LITTLE “SCRAP.” 


Row Between an Editor and a Sena- 
tor in Norfolk. 

Richmond, Va., December 19.—S. S. Not- 
tingham, one of the editors of The Norfolk 
Lamdmark, and State Senator Herbert, of 
Princess Ann county, had a personal en- 
counter here tonight at the Exchange hotel. 
Mr. Nottingham gave the senator the lie. 
Blows were passed and both were floored, 
but friends interfered before more serious 
consequences occurred. The cause of the 
difficulty originated at the state capitol 
buiiiing tonight. The senate was in ex- 
ecutive session over the confirmation of K. 
C. Murray, as superintendent of public 
schools of Norfolk city. Senator Herbert 
announced in the chamber that Mr. Murray 
was not a democrat and the matter was 
passed by. This coming to the ears of Mr. 
Nottingham, he walked up to a crowd near 
where Senator Herbert was standing and 
pronounced it a lie. Later the gentlemen 
met at the Exchange hotel, where the re- 
mark was repeated with the result as stat- 
ed. Mr. Murray is the present superinten- 
dent of schools in Norfolk, and isa also a 
partner of Mr. Nottingham in the publica- 
tion of The Landmark. 


SHOT BY THE 


CHIEF. 


He Was Drank and Got in a Fight 
and Used His Pistol. 
Yorkville, S. C., December 19.—(Special.)— 
Ingraham Wilson, chief of police, today 
shot and fatally Wolinded J=ujes Gladden, 
a prominent farmer of this county. The 
difficulty occurred in Roth’s restaurant. 
Gladden, who was perfectly sober, was eat- 
ing a lunch. Wilson was under the influ- 
ence of liquor and was sitting by the stove. 
Wilson remarked that Gladden was eating 
like a hog. Gladden was informed of the 
remark, and a quarrel led to blows. Wil- 
son struck Gladden with his revolver and 
Gladden got Wilson down and beat him 

until he cried enough. 

When Gladden got up, Wilson. seized his 
revolver, which had fallen on the floor dur- 
ing the struggle, and shot Gladden just 
under the heart. Gladden walked out of the 
restaurant into the office of Drs. Bratton 
& Bratton, who probed for'it without being 
successful, it having struck a r4% and glanc- 
ed. Wilsor was arrested by the sheriff and 
is now in .sil under the care of a doctor. 
Gladden, though a man of powerful phy- 
Sique and strength, will probably die.

Loose from the Officer's 
Grasp. 

Chicago, December 19.—During the exami- 
nation of Prendergast today, he created a 
sensation by excited objections to questions 
put by the attorneys for the defense. A 
bailiff took his arm to force him into his 
seat, when the prisoner tore loose from the 
officer's grasp and quivering with rage, 
screamed: ‘‘Let go of me. My life is at 
stake here. They are tryinf to prejudice 
the jury.’’ He was finally quieted and the 
examination proceeded. 

Dr. Dewy proved a poor witness for the 
defense and stated that in his opin‘on Pren- 
dergast knew the difference between right 
and wrong at the time of the murder. 


KILLED THE MESSENGER. 


Train Robbery on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad—Pursuing the Robbers. 

New Orleans, December 19.—Train robbers 
last night boarded the eastbound Southern 
Pacific train, which left Houston, Tex., for 
New Orleans at 10 o’clock and which ar- 
rived here at noon today. The robbers shot 
and kflled. the express messenger, John C. 
Richardson, and managed to escape with 
several money: packages, though so far it is 
uot known how much was taken. The rob-

bery occurred somewhere between Houston 


and Dayton, Tex., but the actual point 
where the horrible outrage was commftted 
cannot be stated. Messenger Richardson 
was undoubtedly shot from behind, while 
at his desk, for there wus a large bullet 
hole in the rear of his skull when the 
body was founda and his form was lying on 
the floor of the car at the side of the chair 
which he always eecupied. It is presumed, 
that after the first shot was fired into the 
head of the messenger he fell to the floor 
and the robbers thereupon turned over his 
body and fired four more shots into his in- 
animate form, in order to make sure of 
‘tneir fiendish work. They then opened a 
small safe with a hatchet and took such of 
its contents as they could conveniently car- 
ry. leaving several bags of silver in the 
safe. ‘ 

The sheriff’s posse, wh‘ich started in pur- 
suit of th® robbers last night, returned to 
Houston this afternoon, after scouring .the 
country between here and Shadon, sixteen 
miles away. The best information at hand 
is that Richardson was murdered and the 
express gobbed between this city and 
Green's Bayou, the first station east of 
Houston. Two men were evidently, con- 
cerned in the affair. They left the train 
when it took the siding at Green Bayou 
and are believed to be in this city now. 
They are not thought to have got much 
plunder. 


DEMOCRATS CARRY CHICAGO. 


Hopkins Elected Mayor Over Swift, 
the Republican Candidate. 
Chicago, December 19.—John P. Hopkins, 
the democratic candidate for mayor, was 
elected over George B. Swift, his republican 
opponent, by a majority of 1, 387. The total 
vote was: Hopkins, 112,700; Swift, 110,313; 
Britzins, socialist labor, 1,517; Wakely, peo- 

ple’s silver, 367. Total 25,897. 

The total vote, which was one of the 
heaviest ever polled in the city, shows a de- 
cided republican gain. The democracy car- 
ried the city by 30,000 in the last presidential 
election, and in the county election last 
month several ef the democrats had majori- 
ties of 4,000 in the city, which were only 
overcome by the republican vote in the 
county. The weather today was all that 
could be desired for an election day and 
the full vote of both partics was polled. 
In several of the downtown wards, where 
the heavy lodging house vote resides, the 
contest was very bitter and scraps were of 
frequent occurrence when the police were 
not at hand. In all other portions of the 
city the voting progressed without incident. 

The jury in the Coughlin trial did not 
vote. The members of the jury peered from 
the windows of their warm room in the 
Revere house early in the morning and con- 
cluded it was too frosty a journey to the 
polls. The entire twelve men would have 
been compelled to make a round of the 
city in order that each might vote. Only in 
one instance could two have voted at the 
same polling place. The jury in the Pren- 
dergast tr‘al fared a littie better. Such 
| members of it as cared to vote were allow- 
ed to do so by being accompanied to the 
polling place by bailiffs. Seven of them 
voted, the remainder being kept at the ho- 
tel. Tonight the democrats are jubilant 
over their victory, while the republicans 
are conso)'ng themselves with the substan- 
tial gains made over the last two elections 
and declare that the city is theirs the next 
time.

By the Sword of the Incas He Would 
Not Receive Taylor. 


HE WAS ON 70 CHARLES AT ONCE 


Bolivia’s President Wants a White 
Man from a White Country. 


MR. CLEVELAND HAS BEEN NOTIFIED 


Ex-Minvister Grant Says That He Tried to 
Mollify President Baptiste, but the 
Latter Stands on His Dignity.

Zanesville, O., December 19.—(Special.)— 
If C. H. J. Taylor, the colored politician 
and editor of Kansas City, President Cleve- 
land’s choice for minister to Bolivia 
proves persona non grata to the governe- 
ment at La Paz it will be no fault of the 
retiring minister to Bolivia, Hon. Fred J. 
Grant at Ceattle, Wash. Mr. Grant is at 
present in this city to remain for the hol- 
idays, he having stopped over here on his 
way home from Washington city, where 
he wound up his affairs as minister to Bo- 
livia last week. Before he left the capital 
of the South American republic he strewed 
the road from without to within the city’s 
fates with bouquets of good words for 
Taylor. : ! 

The rgason that Mr. Grant did this was 
becaus¢ thdt when President Baptiste heard 
that Taylor was a negro he swore by tha 
hilt of the Inca’s sword, which haugs on 
the walls of the execution chamber, that he 
would not receive him. “It happened,” 
said Mr. Grant, “that one afternoon throuch 
a nersonal letter from the siates that news 
came that Taylor’s name had been sent to 
the senate for confirmation and that my 
probable successor would be a colored man. 
I’ was in the company of President Bap- 
tiste, not officially, but sgsociallv. In the 
course of conversation I adverted to the 
information 1 had received and communi- 
cated it to him unofficially. I gave him 
my successor’s name, whereupon he asked 
me, Which was natural, who and what 
méenner of man he was. I told him he was 
a lawyer by profession and that he had 
represented his government in che diplo- 
matic service in President Cleveland's tirst 
term, when he was minister to Liberia. 

He Turned Up His Nose. 

“*Then he is a colored man? asked Pres- 
ident Baptiste. 

“A reply in the affirmative provoked the 
remark on the part of President Baptiste 
that there was no precedent for recieving 
at court a black man as the representa- 
tive of a white nation. ‘There have been 
cases,’ he went on reflectively, ‘ip whica 
the envoys of the United States have been 
persona non grata to the governments to 
which they were assigned, citing the fa 
millar cases of Austria-Hungary and 
China. I acquiesced, at the same time 
reminding President Baptiste that in the 
United States all men are equal publiciy 
and that there are no racial distinctions. 
I mentioned negroes who had 
held Official places of honor and 
trust in the linited States, 
and as its representatives abroad, how they 
had discharged their duties intelligently 
and credibly in many instances, becoming 
eminent. I pointed out to him the progress 
the Afro-American had made since the 
war which made him free, and showed him 
that it had been more rapid and satisfactory 
than the a@vance march of any other peo- 
ple from bondage to enlightened freedom. 

Not Acceptable. 

“Nevertheless President Baptiste argued 
that what was proposed would be an in- 
fraction of diplomatic usage, Ina few days 
newspapers from the states brought them 
confirmatory intelligence of Mr. Tay- 
lor’s nomination. It then became 
the gossip of the diplomatic corps, the talk 
of the town and the leading topic of news 
and discussion of the Bollvia press. Criti- 
cisms of Taylor, made by the newspapers of 
the southern states of the wnion, were fully 
quoted and commented upon to the effect 
that President Baptiste should inform the 
Washington government that if Mr. Jaylor 
came to La Paz in the capacity of minister 
from the United States his exequatur would 
be denied him. Next came the report that 
President Baptiste was resolved not to re- 
ceive "aylor- and would instruct his minis- 
ter at Washington to so inform President 
Cleveland. The Bolivian minister whom T 
met at Lima, told me of Pres'dent Baptiste’s 
determihation, and also that the instruc- 
tions had been forwarded to his minister at 
Washington, who had in turn informed the 

solivian executive that he had made known 
his wishes to Secretary Gresham.”’

About Tivo Thousand Unemployed 
Men Visit the Officials of Pittsburz. 
Pittsburg, Pa., December §19.—Between 
fifteen hundred and two thousand unem- 
ployed men called at city hall today and ap- 
plied fer work in the parks at 10 cents an 
hour. it was an orderly crowd, but all 
were anxious to secure employment. The 
surging crowd broke down the strong doors 
leading into the department of public works. 
Chief Clerk Benjamin made a speech telling 
them there would Be no orders given there, 
but to go to the station house, but the men 
did not seem to understand him. Then the 
police was called but Superintendent O’ Mara 
would not allow force to be used. and the 
officers were powerless. The men were 
finally convinced that thev could get work 
at the station house, and they quietly left.

®n wedding at which the children, grand- 
children and a few intimate friends of Col- 
onel and Mrs. John H. Fitten gathered to 
make merry last evening was one fraught 
through and through with the beautiful 
meaning of family love and kindness. 

Colonel and Mrs. Fitten, on the fiftieth 
anniversary of their marriage, could feel in 
@ll sincerity that they had no’ lived in 
vain. About their fireside were gathered 
noble sons and daughters, whose young 
families bore the inheritance of handsome 
looks, intelligence and sweet, open-hearted 
sincerity inherited from their,eiders. The 
Fitten family has always been one pecullar- 
ly loving and united, and right here let 
me say an appreciative word to the good 
mother who taught the eleven chilaren 
about her knees the true mean.ng of broth- 
erly love and unselfish, generous affection, 
The fulfilment of her precapts must be beau- 
tiful indeed in retrospect, and in present 
contemplation. 

Colonel John H. Fitten was born in Greene 
county, of this state, in 1818. He comes of 
revolutionary stock, both of his grandfath- 
ers having served in that war. His paternal 
grandiather was killed in battle at Wulaw 
Springs, S. C. Mrs. Fitten was born in 
Augusta, in 1823. Her father, Alexander 
Martin, was descended from the McDonalds 
and Maruns, of North Carolina. Her moth- 
er was a Miss Dubose. 

Colonel Fitten graduated from Oglethorpe 
university in 1840, in the first class graduat- 
ed at that institution, and is the only sur- 
viving member of that class. Soon after 
graduat.ng he was elected to a professor- 
ship in that college, filling the chair of 
mathematics and asironomy, which he oc- 
cupied for several years. During this time, 
on the 19th of December, 1843, he married 
Miss Annie S. Martin. Resigning his pro- 
fessorsh.p in the college, he established and 
edited The Southern Eclectic, a monthly 
magazine, and the first of its kind ever pub- 
lished in the south. It was afterwards unit- 
ed with The Southern Quarterly Review, 
published in Charleston, the name Southern 
Eclectic still being retained. Th* war caus- 
ed its suspension, and it was not ufterwards 
resumed. 

Colonel Fitten was a member of the con- 
gstitutional convention of 1s77, as represen- 
tative at large of the counties of Floyd, 
Bartow and Catoosa. His hfe has been 
mainly devoted to agriculture and educa- 
tional interests. He has been a member of 
the Presbyterian church for sixty years, 
and comes of a long line of Presbyterian 
m.nisters and elders. His father and two of 
his brothers were elders of the same church 
for fifty years. ‘ 

Mrs. Fitten, too, has beén a member of the 
same church for forty-five years. 

Eleven children were born to Colonel and 
Mrs. Fitten, nine of whom survive. These 
are Major J. A. and F. C. Fitten, of this 
city; Mrs. W. A. McDougall, of Columbus, 
Ga.; C. Dubose Fitten, of Seattle, Washing- 
ton: Donald McDonald Fitten, of Florida; 
W. M. Fitten, of New Orleans; Mrs. Flora 
McDonald Bewick, of Savannah; Mrs. M. 
F. Hawkins and Miss M. L. Fitten, of At- 
lanta. There are seventeen grand-children, 
nineteen great grand-children. Most of these 
have been present in Ailanta for several 
days with the view to being present at the 
golden wedding. 

It was a suurce of regret to the family 
that unavoidable circumstances kept several 
of its members from being able to reach At- 
lanta. 

The pretty home on Linden avenue war 
brigitly illuminated and gaily decked with 
Christmas greens last evening. ‘be draw- 
ing room was adorned with paims and 
many roses and carnations added their 
beauty and fragrance to the scene. 

The dining room, with its family portraits 
wreathed in holly, its cnandelier and mainte!

“Mr. President, my estimate of Mr. Blount 
might possibly be considered partial by those 
in this chamber who have not known Kim 
so long as I have. I prefer, therefore, to 
submit in his defense the words uttered by 
these who have served with him for nearly 
a quarter of a century, among whom are 
bao who differed with him in political 

aith. 

“On his retirement from the house, Mr. 
Blount received a testimonial from that 
great body of representative Americans 
such as has rarely been the fortune, indeed 
never the fortune, so far as my Knowledge 
extends, of any American citizen. On both 
sides of that huuse, without reference to 
party, his colleagues testified to his lofty 
bearing, his patriotism, his fidelity to truth, 
and the universal acceptability of his ser- 
vice to that chamber and to the co'wntry. 
Let me read a few words. I quote first 7rom 
that old and honored democrat of Indiana, 
Judge Holman. 

‘**T am certain I speak, then, the general 
sentiment of the house when I say that the 
retirement of Mr. Blount from the high po- 
sition he has so long held as a legislator in 
the congress of the United States takes from 
this body one of the most able, careful, la- 
borious and upright legislators known to our 
time and one of the most conscientious and 
honorable gentlemen who have figured in 
the affairs of our government during the 
past twenty years.’ 

“Lest this might be considered the testi- 
mony of a partial party associate, I beg to 
read what was said by members on the other 
side of that chamber. 

“Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, a distinguished gen- 
tleman of high character. broad reputation 
and long service, said of Mr. Blount: 

‘“*But I cannot see the time approach 
when he is to leave our hall without heartily 
joining, as one member of the house, with 
the honorable gentleman from Indiana (Mr. 
Holman) in every word he has said in tes- 
timony of the personal worth. of the high 
character, of the industry. of the energy of 
the honorable gentleman from Georgia: and, 
I will mark most of all, that patriotism 
above party that insnvired him in this house 
when, last vear, leading a great committee 
charged to consider the affairs and interests, 
not of a party, but of a whole nation, em- 
broiled in sharp dispute with a foreign pow- 
er, he rose with the occasion and proved 
himself first and altogether a patriot—an 
American (applause); so that a foreigner 
looking down from the gallery upon this 
hall could never have told whether he was 
a republican or a democrat, but would have 
Known that he was in every fiber an Ameri- 
can.’ (Applause.) 

“Mr. President, I beg to close these quota- 
tions with the words of one who was Known, 
I believe, as the father of the house, a re- 
publican par excellence, a man without a 
Stain, whose testimony ought now at least 
to be received by every senator on the fiddr: 
{ allude to, Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, 
who has left. these busy scenes and has, as 
we trust, been gathered to the home of the 
just and the truthful. Mr. O'Neill said of 
Mr. Blount: 

‘*‘*Mr. Chairman, I concur in all that has 
been said by those gentlemen who have ex- 
pressed their opinion of the distinguished 
gentleman from Georgia (Mr. Blount.) * * *# 
In the very prime of his usefulness in this 
house, a man so devoted to his duty, and 
so satisfactorily performing ‘t upon all occa- 
sions here, I think, Mr. Chairman, that the 
country deserves more of his vears and of 
hy ae: than he has been willing to give 
o it. 

“Tt could add to this testimony almost in- 
definitely; but I wish simply to say in con- 
clusion that I deplore beyond the power of 
expression that this debate or anv other de- 
bate should make it necessary, for party rea- 
sons. or any other reasons, to involve the 
high reputation of a man whose whole life 
stands like a polished pillar without a blot. 
or Hlemish upon it. 

“Str, there is no occasion for arraigning 
men’s honor or love of truth. Every man 
who has ever heen in a court sf justice and 
listened t testimonv from the witness stand 
knows how men differ in their conceptions 
of scenes occurring immediately hefore their 
eves, and ecneciallv when the tecst'monv is 
eathered from hearsav. or of witnesses to 
scenes enacted lone before. 

“Therefore, Mr. President, let it he under- 
stood once for all that whatever differences 
of oninion there may he about this anestion. 
there is no reason and no excuse for assail- 
ine the renutation for truth of a man of 
Mr. Riowunt’s record. and TIT challenge thie 
chamher and the cauntrv to produce one of 
sunerior whiteness or purity, 

“This much, sir. T felt hound to sav in dis- 
ehargea of mv dutv to this honorable and 
hannred citizen, and to the great state he 
has faithfully and ably and for so long a 
period represented.” ®

Jackson Evidently Took Mr. Joe Car- 
ter’s Postoffice Box Key. 


Columbus, Ga., December 19.—(Special.)— 
The investigation of W. S. Jackson, charged 
with forgery and robbing Atianta' postofice 
boxes, was begun before United States Com- 
missioner G. kX, Thomas, Jr., today. 

The prisoner, on being asked his name 
gave it as John K. simmons, and not W. S. 
Jackson, as he has all along been giving it. 

‘The prisoner plead not euiity, and then the 
examination of witnesses was begun. There 
were two important witnesses from Atlanta, 
Messrs. Isaac H. Haas, of the firm of Haas, 
Guthman & Co., and Dr. S. B. Cory, calen- 
dar vc.erk of the senate, and salesman for 
the 8. S. White Dental Company. 

Dr. Cory first testified: On Sunday, De- 
cember luth, about 1 o’clock p. m., he went 
to the postoffice to get his mail. Dr. Cory 
boards with Mr. Josiah Carter, and his ma.l 
is always addressed to Mr. Carters box. He 
therefc*e carries a key to the box which is 
No. 97. He got one letter for himself out of 
the box and one of Mr. Carter s newspapers, 
leaving several letters in the box. Dr. Cory 
neglected to remoVe his keys from the box. 
He returned to the office about 2 o'clock, but 
the keys and letters left in the box were 
gone. He made a complaint to the superin- 
tendent of carriers, and advertised for the 
lost keys in The Constitut on of December 
llth. Dr. Cory identified the keys found on 
Simmon’s person as his keys, lost on that 
Sunday. 

Mr. Haas, on being examined, stated that 
his postoffice box was No. 116, one row above 
and one box to the right of box No. 97. On 
Sunday afternoon about 5 o’clock, his broth- 
er-in-law, Mr. Guthman, went tur their _aail 
and returned with one letter and one circu- 
lar. Their usual Sunday mali averages 
th rty-five or forty letters. On being shown 
the check for $137.50, which was from the 
Georgia Lunatic asylum, and endorsed by 
Haas, Guthman & Co., Mr. Haas said that 
he had never seen the check and it was not 
endorsed by his firm. It was shown that 
the check was mailed to the firm. 

At the conclusion of the testimony the 
prisoner was put under $82, bond. He 
says he is innocent.

The Full Text of Much Importance to 
Lawyers and Clients. 


REGULATES THE METHOD OF PLEADING 


Making Some Changes That Are Most Im- 
portant-—The Bill Is That Introduc- 
ed by Mr. Nee), of Bartow. 


The passage of the bill of Mr. Neel, of 
Bartow, to regulate pleading in the various 
courts of the state, was one of the most 
important acts of the legislature. 

The act is most important becuuse it af- 
fects so many people, changing, as it does, 
the pleadings in the courts. 

As explained by its author in a talk with 
a Constitution representative, its purpose 
is three-fold: To advance the ends of jus- 
tice by clearly disclosing ~nd defining the 

Hemearance term so that par- 
a er prepare for trial; to 
economize ti7, / eliminating all uncon- 
tested allegation and confining the evidence 
to bona fide issues; to save parties to suits 
expense by relieving them from producing 
witnesses to prove facts not really in dis- 
pute, 

The interest in this change is very gener- 
al and yesterday several readers requested 
The Constitution to publish the act. It is 
short, but contains provisions that are far- 
reaching in their effect. Here it is in full: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same, That from 
and after the passage of this act, the plain- 
tiff in all civil actions, commenced ‘by peti- 
tion in any of the courts of this state, shall 
get forth his cause of action in orierly and 
distinct paragraphs, numbered consecu- 


tively. / 
“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That in all 


such cases, when the defendant desires to 
make a defense by plea or answer, he shall 
therein severally and distinctly answer each 
paragraph of plaintiff's petition, and shall 
not, as heretofore practiced in this state, 
file a mere general denial, commonly known 
as the plea of general issue. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the presiding judge at 
each regular term of such court, to call aH 
cases on the appearance docket of such 
term and hear and decide all objections 
made to the sufficiency of petitions and 
pleas, and may, by order, dismiss plaintiff's 
petition or strike defendant’s plea for non- 
compliance with this act unless the defect is 
cured by amendment; and the court may 
on good cause shown, allow a reasonable 
time in hisagliscretion for the making and 


filing such endment. 
“Sec, 4. Be it further enacted, That any 


averment distinctly and plainly made in the 
plaintiff’s petition, which its not denied by 
the defendant’s answer, shall be taken as 
prima facie true, unless the defendant 
states in his answer, that he can neither ad- 
mit nor deny such averment, because of the 
want of sufficient information.” 

The last section repeals conflicting laws. 

What It Will Prevent. 

The act is in the interest of a simplifica- 
tion of the methods of practice in the 
courts. As Mr. Neel explained, this act will 
make it impossible for attorneys to file pe- 
titions drawn in a loose and slovenly man- 
ner, full of ambiguity and repet.uon, and 
will prevent the practice of attorneys for 
defendants holding up cases by simply 
marking their names opposite the cases on 
the dockets without filing any written plea. 
Fach party under this act wil know at the 
first or appearance term, from the written 
pleading, just the points in dispute, and can 
direct his efforts to securing proof on these 
points alone. Each party will have full in- 
formation of his adversary’s position, and 
ca.) fully prepare for trial. 

Mr. Neel, in the strong speech he made for 
the measure, made the point that this 
change will save a great deal of time in 
jury trials and consequently a great deal of 
money to the tax payers. A great deal of 
time has unuvubtedly been lost in requiring 
the plaintiff to prove every item and allega- 
tion in his complaint, although the defen- 
dant really intended to rest his defense on 
the denial of only one; of only a few, of 
such allegations. Days have sometimes 
been consumed in making proofs when an 
hour would have sufficed if the opposing 
party had been compelled to make specific 
admission and denials in his pleadings. 

It is claimed that this act will save fully 
one-fourtn of the time of jury trials. Mr. 
Neel presented some figures showing that if 
only one-tenth of the time of juries was 


saved it would amount to probawiy $100,000 


to the tax payers of Georgia per year. 
It will be well for litigants and attorneys 


to study this new law closely.

An Unwise Request. 

The saloon mcen-who have petitioned 
the city council to extend the hours of 
keeping their places of business open 
from 10 o’csock at night until midnight, 
are making a scrious mistake. 

Public opinion is against the proposcd 
change. The citizens of Atlanta do not 
want the saloons in full blast until mid- 
night. The people of this city have tried 
every phase of the liquor question. They 
have tried the extreme of low and un- 
bridled license and the extreme of pro- 
hibition, and they have found a middle 
course the best for all parties. 

If this petition is granted, and saloon 
hours are extended until 12 o’clock at 
bight the next step will be a request 
allowing the saloons to open at 3 o’clock 
in the morning, and then permission will 
be asked to keep them open all night. 
The present $1,000 license would ther. 
probably be attacked, and an effort will 
be made in behalf of low license, with 
fewer restrictions. 

The Constitution is opposed to both 
extremes—to low and uurestricted li- 
cense, on the one hand, and on the 
other, to such absurd experiments for 
cities as the dispensary law in Charles 
ton. 

When we finished our last prohibition 
campaign, it was agreed by the repre- 
sentative men of both sides that in 
future the saloons should pay a high 
license, close at 10 o’clock and be strictly 
regulated. We have tried this system 
long enough to be convinced that it 
works satisfactorily. It has pleased 
both sides, and never until the present 
time has there been a movement of the 
extremists on one side or the other until 
this petition came before the council. 

We desire to see the conservative 
course pursued between the two ex- 
tremes so that there will be no pretext 
or pgovocation for agitation. The grant- 
ing of the request to extend saloon hours 
would cause the immediate reorganiza- 
tion of the prohibitionists and in a short 
time plunge the city into another cam- 
paigu similar to those which in the past 
caused] so much bitterness and resulted 
in so much injury to our material inter. 
ests. 

All this should be avoided and it can 
be avoided by sticking to our present 
policy of restricted high license. Any 
change in cur system will lead either to 
unbridled all-night saloons or to a pro- 
hibition crusade. We speak in the inter. 
ests of conservatism when we protest 
against changing the present status and 
we believe that the conservative men 
who are interested in the liquor traftic 
will agree with us when they give the 
matter their thoughtful consideration. 

Let’s hear no more of the suggestion! 


A Home Meat Supply. 

Southern farmers during the past two 
years have seen the price of hogs ateadi- 
ly advancing, and they have been in- 
formed that there is no chance that the 
western hog product will ever again 
meet the demands of consumption. 

Yet in the face of the fact that meat 
will grow scarcer and higher, thousands 
of farmers in the south continue to buy 
their meat from the west, paying out 
untold millions of their hard earnings 
every year for an article of food which 
they could easily produce at home. 

Fortunately, there are signsf % a 
change. Only the other day, to car 
loads of hogs were shipped from ®elow 
Americus to the Armour Packing QYom- 
pany, of Chicago. This looks like ing 
at home and having something to spdme. 
In every county in the south, and ey} 
in the small towns, people can ri 


| hogs, produce their home supply of meat 
and have a surplus to sell. If a Georgia 
county is now so well supplied with 
meat that.it can ship hogs to Chicago, 
it shows what others can do. 

It is a big mistake to think that we 
eannot profitably raise our own meat. 
We can do it now much more easily than 
during the four years of our civil war, 
when all of our able-bodied white men 
were in the army. We did it then, stood 
the drain of a tax in kind levied by the 
confederate government, and still had 
ment enough to feed the home people 
and the soldiers, not coupting what was 
captured by the federals. 

We need home-raised meat now fully 
as much as we needed it duriag the war. 
It is Setter than the western meat, and 
would bring more in market as soon 4s 
its quality became known. In thi 
southern country hogs take care of tiiem- 
selves, and easily pick up enough to 
fatten thém. We have the most tavora- 
ble conditions and opportunities for rais- 
ing hogs for home consumption and for 
export. ‘-We can make them a source of 
revente over and above the millfous 
that we would save by ceasing to buy 
our meat from the west. 

It is to be hoped that every farmer 
among our readers will give this m-ter 
Lis serious consideration, and that ev ry 
country merchant will call the atteation 
of his customers to it. a is here 
advised is practicable, and it is plain 
that it would enable our people to live 
independently at home and keep a lwrge 
amount of money in their pockets that 
is now sent away every year. 

We hail the two car loads of hogs ship- 
ped from Georgia as a sign of better 
times. We want to see just such ship- 
ments from every locality in the south, 


Standing by the Platform. 

The South Carolina legislature voiced 
the sentiment of the democracy last 
Monday when it followed the example 
of the Georgia legislature and urged 
congress to take decisive action at once, 
providing for the coinage of silver as 
well as gold, as a standard money metal, 
and requested the state’s senators and 
representatives to use their best en- 
deavors to restore the currency of the 
country to a bimetallic standard. 

Although the restoration of the 
metallic standard is solemnly pledged 
in the Chicago platform and ratified by 
the people in the general elections. of 
last year, it is well to remind the ad- 
ministration and congress that the dem- 
ocratie masses regard their platform as 
the supreme law of the party, and expect 
to see it faithfully executed in both let- 
ter and spirit. 

The ringing resolution of the Soutb 
Carolina legislature is a significant in- 
dication of the state of public opinion 
on this question. Wherever the people 
of the south, through their representa- 
tives, or_in their mass meetings, have 
had an opportunity of expressing them- 
selves they have demanded the redemp- 
tion of the platform pledge which prom- 
ises the coinage of both gold and silver 
without discriminating against either 
metal, This sentiment is growing more 
pos’tive and outspoken, and if congress 
is slow to reeognize it, petitions and the 
resolutions of mass meetings, conven- 
tions and legislatures will flood both 
houses, and from every quarter of the 
country the legions of democracy will 
send up the cry: “Stand by the plat- 
form?!’ 

Bimetallism is coming. The pressure 
of publie opinion, the general clamor 
and the reasonable and just demand of 
the overwhelming majority of democrats 
that the principles and measures upon 
which the administration was elected 
Shall be loyally maintained cannot fail 
to bring about the desired legislation. 

It is passing strange that the repre- 
sentatives of the people should wait for 
this second ratification of the national] 
democratie platform, but it is now in 
progress and it is very evident that the 
people stand just where they stood last 
year when they endorsed free silver, 
state banks and a revenue tariff.

Falling Prices. 

The financial pressure began, as The 
Constitution has frequently pointed out. 
when Charles Foster, Mr. Harrison’s 
secretary of the treasury, announced to 
the New York bankers, in November. 
1892, that the silver notes of 1890 would 
be redeemed in gold. When this policy 
was inaugurated it practically estab- 
lished the single gold standard, and took 
away from our silver coins their quality 
of money. 

That it was a ruinous policy has been 
demonstrated. In 1893 the pinch came 
when it was announced that the demo- 
cratic administration would endorse and 
carry out the Harrison policy of re- 
deeming silver in gold. There was at 
once an enormous shrinkage in values, 
and a corresponding fallin prices. It is 
not possible at this time to measure the 
shrinkage because the process is still 
going on, and will continue to go on until 
the business interests of the country 
have adjusted themselves to the single 
gold standard, and to the chronic depres- 
sion that accompanies it. 

Those, however, who watch the grad- 
ual fall in prices will gain some idea 
of the changes through which the coun- 
try is passing. Since last December 
wheat has fallen more than 12 cents a 
bushel, Corn has fallen more than 15 
cents a bushel. Cotton has fallen nearly 
if not quite $15 a bale—2\, cents a pound. 
The New York Herald says that “al- 
though the cotton crop of 1893 was a 
poor one the price is pow less than the 
average for the preceding year.” All 
the staple commodities have declined. 

The argument is sometimes put for- 
ward that a fall in prices is a xzood 
thing for the working pecple and rhe 
poor. When the decline is adventitious 
or spasmodic, the poorer classes do cap 
the benefit of it. But when, as in this 
instaneve, the decline is due to the in- 
creased purchasing power of the dolar. 
there is po benefit to be reaped from it 
except by those who have fixed salaries 
that are not affected by what are cailed 
“hard times.” 

In this instance the price of labor has 
fallen and is faliing with the price of 
other commodities. Any one who has 


access to the newspapers can ste that 


labor is oo betrer off thua other commvo- 
dities. It is as cheap as anything else. 
The railroads and all other active in- 
terests are adjusting themselve: te the 
Situation by reducing expenses and 
whenever an active interest reduces ex- 
penses the reduction in great part must 
necessarily come out of the j..«Ketg of 
those who earn their bread by the labor 
of their hands. Worse than reduct.on, 
a great many men are discbary.d,. and 
there are swarms of men everrwhere 
hunting for employment.

A Question of National Policy. 

All the facts connected with the Ha- 
waiian business have bcen submitted to 
cougress by the president, in response 
to resolutions demanding the papers in 
the ense, and it is to be presumed that 
the matter will be disposed of without 
unnecessary delay. 

In certain quarters there is a disposi- 
tion to regard the eoming action of con- 
giess as a vindication of Mr. Cleveland, 
if his policy is endorsed, and, if it is 
disapproved, it will be said by super- 
ficial critics that his course has been 
condemned. 

A question of national policy should 
not be narrowed down to a personal 
matter. Mr. Cleveland and Secretary 


Gresham had reason to believe that cer-. 


tain conditions existed in Hawaii. Aci- 
ing upon this understanding, which was 
confirmed by the report of Commissioner 
Blount, the administration took steps 
to aid the queen in regaining the Ha- 
yaiian throne. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the growing strength of the pro- 
visional government made it apparent 
that it was able to sustain itself. Under 
the circumstances, when congress called 
upon the president for a full statement 
of facts,.there was nothing for him to 
do but to submit all the correspondence 
and reports bearing on the question. 
This has been done, and the matter now 
rests with congress, where it properly 
belongs. 

It is easy to forecast future develop- 
ments. Congress will probably decide 
that it is the best course that will not 
interfere with the affairs of a friendly 
nation two thousand miles distant from 
our shores. It is not a question of vin- 
dicating or condemning the president. 
The question is something bigger and 
broader. It is a matter of national poli- 
cy, and our statesmen in dealing: with it 
must be guided by the principles of in- 
ternational law, the precedents in our 
history and the facts of the case. We 
believe that Mr. Cleveland is well sat- 
isfied to see the whole business take this 
Shape, and he doubtless feels greatly re- 
lieved to see congress take hold of it. 

If congress announces that the Ha- 
waiians will be left to settle their own 
affairs and govern themselves in their 
own way, there will be neither a vindi- 
cation nor a failure to vindicate. It will 
simply be the reiteration of our old tra- 
ditional American policy in such cases. 
This is the only view that is justified by 
the = situation. The administration 
adopted what it believed was the right 
course, and if subsequent events have 
made it expedient to abandon that 
course, there is nothing in the change 
that ealls for a personal vindication. As 
we said before, we are dealing with a 
question of national policy.

UNDER A 8500 BOND. 


Frank Crenshaw, Who Shot Jett, Will 
Be Tried Before Judge Newman. 
Frank Crenshaw, the gauger, who shot 
and severely wounded a distiller by the 
name of J. C. Jett, near Duluth, in Gwin- 
nett county, Ga., on the 14th of this month, 
was carried before the commissioner yester- 
day morning. 
Contrary to expectation, there was no 
trial of the case. The district attorney, 
Colonel Joe James, appeared for the de- 
fense, that being his duty under the law, 
as the prisoner was in the employ of the 
government and discharging his duty at 

the time the shooting occurred. 

No one, however, was present for the 
prosecution. In order that a lawyer might 
be appointed to represent the state, a re- 
cess was taken and Governor Northen was 
consulted in the matter. As the United 
States government, by an order from the 
circuit court, had taken jurisdiction of the 
case, thus taking it out of the hands of the 
state court, no attorney was appointed by 
the governor for the prosecution. 

Colonel James, therefore, agreed to allow 
the prisoner to give bond pending a trial 
of the case before Judge ivnewman. Com- 
missioner Broyles thereupon placed the 
gauger under a bond of $00, conditioned, to 
appear before the United States court. 

From all of the circumstances of the 
shooting it is thought that Chenshaw will 
have no diflticulty in coming clear. Public 
sentiment is decidedly with him and he 
seems to have no uneasiness as to the result 
of the trial.

Loses the Good Name Which He Held 
While Living, 


IS BRANDED WITH GRIME 


AND 


Shocking Discicsures Maie Regarding a 
Man Who Was Highly Honored. 
Forgery and Other Crimes. 


A half-dozen raised checks, a score of tell- 
tale erasures, a number of leaves torn from 
the ledger, a batch of items not charged to 
himself, found in his accounts of the Geor- 
gia Hedge Company, refute the reputation 
for undoubted integrity, which Charles Ar- 
nold bore for sixty-two years, and still bore 
when he died ten days ago. 

This posthumous evidence of discrepancy 
in his accounts was discovered only this 
week by an examination of Major Arnold's 
books. It was apparent to the most inex- 
perienced eye. The work was done without 
the slightest ingenuity or cleverness, and 
that it was not discovered sooner was due 
to the fact that the records have nevir been 
examined. 

Mr. Arnold’s Record. 

For a numbtr of years Major Arnold held 
several positions of high trust. He was sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Piedmont Expo- 


sition company; secretary and treasurer of 
the Georgia Hedge Company, and secretary 
and treasurer of St. Philip’s church. He 
was an active factor in the last exposition 
in tunis city, and worked untiringly for its 
success. From first to last he was eutrust- 
ed with the funds of the company and had 
he chosen to do so, he could nave misappro- 
priated thousands of dollars. 

Hie was also one of the most prominent 
and influential members of St. Fuilip’s 
church, and was an active worker for its 
good. His private life, so far as known, 
was above reproach, and not a word of evil 
was ever spoken against him. He was a 
first-class businéss man, and was regarded 
as one of the best accountants and book- 
keepers in the city. 

Mr. Arnold’s death was rather sutden and 
was due to grippe. He went from his of- 
fice about ten days ago, and was taken to 
his bed at once. He had never had a day’s 
sickness before and his death soon follow- 
ed. He had many friends in the vity, and 
the announcement of his death was received 
with general regret throughout the city. No 
one had aught but the besi and most compli- 
mentary things to say of him. His life had 
been one of absolute business integrity so 
far as known, and the newspapers spoke 
glowingl) of his noble life. 
~ Crookedness Develops. 
pooks. Mr. Amorous had no thought of 
the Georgia Hedge Company, put an expert 
acvountant at work on Major Arnold's 
books. Mrz Amorous nad no though ot 
finuing any creokKedness in the accouness—his 
idea being to have the kooks straigtitened 
out and made ready for examination by the 
board of directers. In a day or two the 
books were rea¢y for examination by the 
board, and were turned over to President 
Amoious, 

The report was raost surprising in its con- 
tents. The accountant found many glaring 
discrepancies im Major Arnold’s eccounts. 
The very first sign of crooknedness to at- 
tract the attention of the accountant was 
the raised checks, which was a simpie and 
easy method of overdrawing. ane. in- 
curred by tue Hedge Company had all to be 
approved by President Amorous, and were 
sent to h.m by Major Arnold to whom they 
were } eseated for collection. After the 
bills were approved by Mr. Amorous they 
were returned to Major Arnold, who drew 
the check for their payment. These checks 
were, in six different instances, ralseu many 
times the amount of the bill. 

For instance, Mr. Amorous approved a bill 
for $8.80; the check drawn hy Mr. Arnold 
was for $88. A bill for $1.50 was found at- 
tached to a check for $150. Four other in- 
stances of a similar character were discov- 
ered. The stubs in the bank book bore en- 
tries corresponding with the amount of the 
bills, 

Looking through the big ledger, the ac- 
countant found many pages missing. ‘These 
had been neatly cut out with a sharp knife, 
and except by noticing the numbers the 
missing. leaves would not be noticed, sv 
contained can only be conjectured. Manv 
well was the work done. What these leaves 
erasures were also discovered on tne book. 
It was found that Mr. Arnold had failed to 
post into the ledger a large number of items 
chargeable to himself. In all a shortage of 
$1,011 was shown by the books. Exactly 
$500 of this was caused hy raised checks. 
The bank account, as kept by Major Ar- 
nold on the ledger, showed a balance i 
favor of the Hedge company of $522. The 
bank book kept by the bank showed the bual- 
ance te be only $22. 

What of His Other Accounts? 


The discovery of this shortage causes the 
inquiry to be made are the books of the 
other institutions in which he he!d poritions 
of responsibility and trust laden with the 
same story of false bookkeeping? The ex- 
position books, of which he had full charge, 
heve not yet been examined. President 
Kingsbery,-of the Exposition Company, is 
out of the city, and until he comes back the 
books will not be examined. 

Mr. Arnold held a position of trust with 
the Piedmont Driving Club, and an exam- 
ination of the books of that organization 
may show discrepancies. f 

More Evidence of Fradd. 


Many instances of fraudulent check rais- 
ing were reported during the day. One 
turned up in the hands of a gentleman wh» 
had every trust and confidence in Mr. Ar- 
nold. This gentleman was Mr. Jvus°ph 
Kingsbery. Immeditely after he hearu of 
the frauds discovered in the books of the 
Hedge company he searched through his 
ck ~cKs, several of which had passed 
through the thhands of Major Arnold. tie 
had signed a check in Major Arnold's favor 
for $75. In looking through his checks yes- 
terday Mr. Kingsberry found th.s check 
in. a much different shape from what it 
was when he signed it. The check was 
originally written in Major Arnold’s hand- 
writing and called for $75. By adding the 
two words “three hundred”’ in front of the 
$75 the value of the check was increased 
almost fourfold. It had entirely escaped 
Major Kingsberry’s notice until yesterday, 
when his attention was called to it by the 
discoveries in the Hedge company's ac- 
counts. It is also charged that Major Ar- 
nold had used Captain Jumes R. Wvlie’s 
name to raise $1,000, 

As stated, Mr. Arnold was treasurer of 
St. Philip’s church and it appears that 
he was short in his accounts with that 
vhurch. His shortage will not excecd hj 
nd this was entirely covered by funds 
found in Major Arnold’s safe.

Lighty-two Christmases have passed in 
peace and without notable incident over the 
frosty head of William Moore. 

Wuring the cighty-two years sandwiched 
between those holiduy seasons he has never 
traveled outside ot a radius of fifty miies 
from his mountain home. The mountains 
that shut him in from all sides have mark- 
fa the horizon of his life. Ail these years 
he has moved in simpleness and quiet, liv- 
lug his unpretentious, contented lils 

ijis eighty-third Christmas will be spent 
fn the Atlanta jail. Among people he does 
not know, and farther away from home 
than he has ever been in his lite, he will 
pass his gioomy holiday. He was carriea lo 
the jail yesterday, and committed on the 
regular commitment papers on the charge 
of making whisky. 

The story of Moore's arrest and imprison- 
ment is possessed with a pecullar paihos. 
He is ecighty-three years old, he is extreme- 
ly tall and his shoulders are bent with 
age. His face is thin and wasted, and a 
short white beard covers it. He can scarce- 
ly walk without assistance. He hobbies 
along on a heavy hickory stick, which he 
cut with his own hands from the. mountain 
forest. As he leaned affectionately upon 
it yesterday, he remarked that it was his 
best friend. 

“Yes,”’ said he yesterday afternoon, as 
he left a group of rugged moonshiners by 
Whom he was surrounded, to talk to a 
reporter, “I am guilty, an’ I'm a-goin’ to 
Say so when i gits to court. That's the 
easiest way; I'm guilty, an’ what's the use 
a-denyln’ it. 

“I live way up in Rabun county, right in 
che shadder of the mountains, an’ I've lived 
thar all my life. They atn’t no town close 
by, Clayton bein’ the nighest, an’ its several 
miles off. I ain’t got no wife, nur no chil- 
lun. I got a big farm of 499 acres of lan’ 
an’ it’s all good. I’ve got a mill, too, an’ 
when no extry expense turns up, I gits 
along purty well. Lut IL was partic’lar ‘un- 
fort’nit last year. My wife, she’s all 
had, was took down with sickness, an’ lay 
fur four or five mont’s. 1 done all 1 could 
10 save her; I got a fine doctor from Clay- 
ton to come reg’lar to see her, but prover- 
dence was agin me, an’ she died. — 

“You ain't got no idy how the doctor bills 
pilea up. [i seemed lak it would take all [ 
had to pay ’em. I didn’t have no money - 
didn’t have nothin’ but mv lan’. Now l’ve 
had that lan’ for many a vear, an’ I didn’t 
want to see it go. It seemed too much to 
lose my wife an’ lan’ an’ home at the same 
time, It ’peared onpossible fer me 
up enough money to pay them doctor bills. 
I done everything, but I jes’ couldp’t git 
it. I couldn’t git it from the mill, an’ I 
couldn’t git it from the farm. I couldn't 
see no other way but to try an’ git it from 
makin’ some Christmas liquor. I foun’ a 
ole still thet some feller had hid from the 
revyners,/an’ I put up on the branch about 
a mileS$rpm my house. It tuk lots of work 
to git if ip and git to work. I worked three 
weeks reg'lar, an’ didn’t git no further 
than gittin’ the mash ready. 

“Vistiddy I intended to make my fust 
run, an’ went down thar early. They was 
a officer a-sittin’ at the still when I gof 
thar. 

“"*Well,, I savs to him, ‘I'm acknowledge 
I’m gufityv; all I want to ask is thet you ask 
the judge to try me quick and be as light 
on mé as he can.’ Then I left the old house 
fur the fust time.

AN ORIGINAL CASE. 


A New Departure in Litigation Is 
Tried in the City Court. 

The case of Alexander & Lambdin against 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
tried in the city court of Atlanta on yester- 
day before Judge Van Epps, presents a new 
phase in telegraph litigation and involves a 
question of large interest to telegraph com- 
panies. 

It appears from the papers in the case 
that Messrs. Alexander & Lambdin, a 
prominent firm of lawyers in this city, de- 
sired to send a telegram to parties in 
Athens, Ga., and preserited the message 
at the telegraph office with all the printed 
conditions stricken from the blank. The 
operator declined to take the message with 
the conditions erased, and Messrs. Alexan- 
der & Lambdin filed a suit for penalty. 

Upon the hearing of the case, Mr. Albert 
Howell, Jr., of the firm of Dorsey, Brew- 
ster & Howell, representing the ‘Western 
Union Telegraph Company, moved to dis- 
miss the case upon demurrer on the ground 


| that the penalty would not be recoverable 


for a refusal to accept the message with 
the conditions erased. After an exhaustive 
argument on both sides, Judge Van Epps 
sustained the motion and dismissed the 
case.
